When the subject of dehorring 
cattle was first brought into public 
prominence by the arrest of its 
originator at the instance of the 
Humane Society of Illinois, upon 
the charge of cruelty to animals, 
hundreds of stockmen who had 
never before dreamed of such a 
method of preventing injuries 
among their herds, became eager 
to learn the process by which their 
unruly rned animals could be 
controlled, and it isa safe assertion 
that the prosecution of Mr. Haaff 
was a better means than he him- 
self could have thought of to bring 
forward the advantages to the 
farmer resulting from the dehorn- 
ing of their herds. 

In September, 1885, the Live 
Stock Indicator editorially in- 
dorsed the dehorning idea, and a 
little later raised its voice emphat- 
ically in favor of the removal of 
the horns, the first journal having 
the courage to do so, and to-day, 
less than three years since Mr. 
Haaff’s prosecution, which resulted, 
as is well-known, in a complete 
vindication, it is a fact that the 
horns have been removed from at 
least 100,000 in the west alone; and 
that as many more will be de- 
horned this year does not admit of 
doubt. Wherever the experiment 
has been tried new couverts have 
been found, and in not a single 
instance have we heard of any loss 
resulting from the operation. 

The only argument against the 


persons who can see that it is a 
cruel operation, and indeed it is, 
hence they say that it is contrary 
to Christianity as well as human- 
ity. Yet these same persons never 
flinch when an animal is to be 
spayed or castrated, er branded 
with a red-hot iron, because, for- 
sooth, that has e practiced so 
long that it acts upon these people 


man— 


**Vice is a monster of such frighiful mien, 
That to be hated, needs but to be seen; 

Yet seen too oft, familiar with er face, 
We first endure, then pity, then embrace.’’ 


But when we cousider that by 
this one act of cruelty, if it may 
be so admitted, we prevent hun- 
dreds of other acts of cruelty per- 
petrated by the animals themselves, 
the so-called heartlessness of he 
who undertakes to dehorn his ani- 
mals entirely disappears. Men of 
superior intellect are not slow to 
adopt new measures in controlling 
the brute creation, any more than 
to follow in the wake of the 
“cranks” who first put to use steam 
and electricity. The world moves, 
and notwithstanding most great 
men whé@ have brought forward 
new ideas, have been persecuted 
by their fellows, yet the very per- 
secutions they had to-undergo were 
the best means of carrying their 
ideas forward, until finally they are 
adopted by the intelligent of the 
entire world. 

So, too, will it be with dehorn- 
ing cattle, and while we do not ex- 
pect that the present generation of 
breeders of pure-bred horned ani- 
mals will have the courage to un- 
dertake the work, time will 
eventually prove that it is a wise 
procedure, and though it may take 
long years to completely eradicate 
the horns, yet we are convinced 
that eventually the horns must go.

MS. AmMan, the Cleveland lady 


‘who defied the courts and spent

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ing its debt at maturity. He, there- 
fore, thinks it advisable to wake it in 
writing. After a resume of the inef- 
fectual efforts of the government and 
company to provide for the debt, he 
tells how the directors of the company 
in 1878, resolved to create a sinking 
fund in their own treasury to meet its 
debt. It is now apparent, he says, 
that the money could not be made to 
earn eight per cent., as was anticipated, 
but nevertheless a consinerable fund 
would bave accumulated, and by 1898 
more than one half of the entire debt 
‘would be paid, and the whole 
would have been settled in the early 
part of the twentieth century, 
after which the whole of the 
net earnings would have gone 
to the kholdera, o that whether 
my assert was right or no, would 
have made but little difference.“ Con- 
tinuing,. he says that the passage of 
the Thurman Act followed, and this 
course puis an end to the company’s 
own voluntary efforts, as it could not 
pay money int» the United States 
treasury and also invest it elsewhere. 
Congress thus took the matter into its 
own hands, and the result has been to 
impound a considerable sum in the 
United Siates treasury, which ought 

to have been earning five or six 
per cent., but which has virtu- 
ally earned nothing, as it is to- 
doubtful whether as many dollars 

will be gotten out of the fund as have 
heen paid into it by the company. 
Finally, it was not possible for the 
Central Pacific Company to repay 
the United States loan and interest 
upon it, and at the same time to take 
care of its first mortgage bonds and 
n.erest thereon within the short space 

of thirty years, unless it had control 
of the traffic of the territory it trav- 
ersed. When it became clear that 
other competing roads to the Pacific 
were more liberally aided than the 
first road was, it was evident that both 
the first mortgage and subordinate 
liens must be postponed for a very 
long time. For reasons which were 
no doubt satisfactory the govern- 
ment had impaired the earning capac- 
ity of the road, and thereby its security 
fer this debt. Thie was a matter over 
which the government had control, 
and iu equity it ought not now to seek 
to make the impairment good at the 
expenss of the party injured by it, 
namely, this company. . 


ANSCHLAG SENTENCED. 


The Murderer Showed no Fme- 
tion Whatever, but Was Afraid 
of the Crowd. 


Los ANGELES, Feb. 25 —Anschlag, 
who murdered Charles Hitchcock and 
wife at Garden Grove, near Santa Ana, 
on January 231 last, was sentenced by 
Judge Cheney ia the Superior Court 
yesterday morning, to be hanged for 
the crime. The courtroom was 
packed to suffocation with excited 


people. 

After denying the motion for a new 
trial, the judge took the precaution to 
order the deputies to arrest anyone 
who should make the least demonstra- 
tion when the sentence was pro- 
nounced, 

Judge Cheney then, in low but firm 
tones, pronou the fatal words 
which sealed Anschlag’s doom. As 
the awtul words, “hanged by the neck 
until you are dead.“ fell on the ear of 
the murderer, scarcely a shadow of 
emotion was perceptible beyond a 
very slight tremor of the lip, and not 
@ word escaped him, while his inter- 
preter, Wasstaff, presented a ghastly 
picture. The latter was deathly pale, 
great beads of perspiration stood out 
on his face. The moment the <entence 
was finished, deputies hurried: the, 
murderer out and back to the jail, 
closely followed by a dense crowd. 
Anschlag looked back on the crowd as 
be got out, aud their taces more than 
anything else seemed to impress him 
that he must soon die. He threw up 
his bands and cried, *‘My God!“

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February thus far has been by all 
odds the most agreeable that bas 
ever been experienced by our citi- 
zens or by that mythical individual 
known as the oldes inhabitant. 
Grass is now peeping out upon all 
the sunny hillsides and all nature 
seems to be in gentle repose under 
the mild and soft raya of the king 
ofday. The temperature at night 
scarcely fails below forty degrees 
above zero. Everybody seems to 
be well pleased with bimself and 
his neighbor and contentment 
seems to spread over all eastern 
Nevada as our future never seemed 
s bright and full of promise as at 
present. The immense bands of 
all kinds of stock that roam over 
our plains and valleys as free com- 
moners look cheerful and seem to 
enjoy the great change that has 
been brought about pursuant to the 
natural laws of the universe and 
which will doubtless continue with 
ever changing results as each ep ch 
is carried into the great circle of 
time until the Angel of Death shall 
declare time no longer and where 
the great drama of life on this orbit 
shall be closed forever. 
CATTLE AND RANGES. 

I learn from Bradley & Russell 
that recent advices from their 
Idaho raucb, Cassia county, Idado, 
are to the effect that their bunch of 
cattle in that locality have goue 
through: the winter thus far in fair 
condition with but little loss. This 
Hrm is well satistied with the cattie 
situation as well as the general out- 
look for all kiuds of business in 
eastern Nevada. They ‘have 
evinced a great deal of good judg- 
ment and caution by distributing 
their cattle in various localities re- 
mote from each other, so that if a 
zone of storm weather should reach 
one locality it will nine cases ‘out 
of ten miss the other ranges. Not 
only the locality north and south 
bas been studied, but altitude as 
well, with its loca! influencing sur- 
roundings. I met day before ye. 
terday Mr. Milt Polk, general fore- 
man for Scott & Co’s. large herds 
of cattle in Nevada and Idaho. He 
reports that they are feeding some 
900 head at the home ranch near 
Fort Halleck, Eiko county, with 
but little loss. Mr. Folk, with his 
gang of men, were out gathering 
cat le during that exceedingly cold 
period in .January and thereby 
saved a large number of old cows 
that would perhaps have perished. 
He informed me that some of their 
cows and calves had their feet aud 
legs frozen, and expected some 
joss in that way, but deemed 
the present t ne too early. 
As to the probable loss he did not, 
however, anticipate any unusual 
loss, particularly on the outside 
ranges from the railroad. 

J. C. Crombie just arrived in 
town, from Mineral. Hill, has a 
bunch of cattle in Pine valley and 
around Mineral Hill. tie reports 
his stock doing fine. They are 
feeding the major portion of ther, 
as they bave au abundance of 82 
on hand. I aleo leary that Col. 
Moore of Ruby valley is feeding a 
lurge number at his ranch; in fact, 
all of the Ruby valley cattlemen 
are vow feeding. 

Robert Huartison, who is the 
owver of a band of cattle, has been 
over ail this valley, and he informs 
me that the loss will be fully up to, 
if not over the average, but thinks 
there is no room for complaint con- 
sidering the past winter, which 
was short but severe. I had en in- 
terview with Mr. Smyles, of Deeth, 
last Monday, and he foformei me 
that he expected to lose several 
head of stock during the coming 
spring from frozen limbs and feet, 
and that notwithstanding every- 
thing looked most favorable at 
present, yet Mareh may render 
considerable unfavorable weather, 
and as there is always a large per- 
een of the new crop of calves 
that come in during that month, 
is will go bard with the young 
calves as well as old cows, 

I had also the pleasure of seeing 
Mr. Hooten, of Mound valley, and 
Mr. Ellmore, of North Fork. Both 
gentlemen made the same com- 
plaint as to their cattle having 
frozen limbs nd feet, but apart 
from that their stock were doing 
as well as they could desire. 

Thomas Cain and Abner Wise- 
man of Clover valley, arrived in 
town Tuesday and I glean from 
them that their large band of cattle 
is doing exveédingly well from 
the fact that their cattle were fed 
during the entire winter. So far as 
their bands are concerned they do

The board of 
dummy directors in the mine con- 
tract with another set of dummies 


in control of the mills by which 
means exorbitant rates are perwit- 
ted for millicg the ore, which, in 
reality, belongs to the unfortunate 
hoider of the stock, who looks at his 
certificates.,and pogders over th 
disappearance of th? ore, the devel- 
opment which induced the invest- 
ment. There is nét one of these 
milling contracts to-day which 
would stand a legal investigation. 
They are, one and all, made ty the 
parties in the interest of them- 
selves. 

„In the major portion of the 
leading mines to-day the men who 
benefit by the ore bodies own little, 
if uny, real inierest in the mines. 
They rely for control wholly and 
solely ou the liberality with which 
brokers come forward with proxies 
of their customer’ stock, which in 
nine cases out of ten places the men 
in power to abuse the interest of the 
real owners, It may not be gen- 
erally kuown that a broker has not 
a right to vote stock which he may 
bold on margin. account. The 
owner of it has the legal right to 
instruct the broker who may hold 
his account that he wishes his stuck 
to be voted in a certaiu interest. A 
refusal of the broker to do so would 
in turn invalidate the election. 
This proxy system should be abol- 
ished. The real owners of the 
mines should mill their own ores 
and have their interests fully and 
honestly represented in the board. 
The day of quietly winking at these 
matters is past, and a ery for re- 
form is now so general that some 
immediate changes must take place, 
or they will be enforced.

; Sound Sense. 

A correspondent of the Buruet 
(Iowa) Bulletin gets the situation 
down about right in the follow- 
ing: 

As free grass is getting to be a 
thing of the past, and the whoop 
of the wild cowboy is dying away 
in the distance, and “going up the 
trail in the spring” is played out, 
now the question naturally arises, 
how are we to make cattle raising 
profitable in the future? As chin 
music is cheap, I will make a few 
suggestions, and the readers of the 
Bulletin can take them for what 
theyare worth: “In the first place, 
we are raising too many half 
starved cattle and not enough fat 
ones. We are crowding and over- 
stocking our pastures and ranges 
until about the only revenue we 
get now is the sale of hides in win- 
ter; in fact, we are going too much 
on the quantity and not enough on 
the quality. Now, in my opinion, 
the remedy is this: Sell off about 
one-half the cattle we now have; 
cut up our large pastures into 
small ones; reserve our best winter 
grass for wiuter range, and in the 
fall pick out our fattest stock and 
put them in this reserved pasture 
for winter beef. If fat when put 
in there in the fall they will stay 
fat until the first of January. Then 
with some hay, cotton seed and a 
little corn, we can keep them in 
first-class condition till about the 
first of March, then put them on 
the market and they will sell for 
first-class cern-fed beef. Good 
cattle are never a drug on the mar- 
ket at this season of the year, and 
always command top figures. Some 
will ask, how are we to sell off and 
reduce our stock one-half aud no 
buyers to buy them? If we cannot 
sell we can spay up our cows and 
heifers and thus reduce our steck 
as low as we wish. This kind of 
stock makes the finest beef and the 
loss in spaying is not considered 
more than three per cent. The 
cold winters of the far northern 
territories make cattle raising 
there uncertain and unprofitable. 
The drouth last season in many of 
the western and middle states, 
causing thousands of cattle to be 
put on the market last fall even at 
low prices, will certainly cause an 
upward tendency in the meat mar- 
ket in the near future, and I pre- 
dict before we see the last of 1888, 
beef will be higher than for many 
a yeur. We haye got here by nature 
one of the best countries for work- 
ing cheap beefin the United States, 
and if we don’t make it, it will be 
because we don’t try. The best 
livers of the United States, and of 
the world, love beef, and are going 
to have it. We are getting rail- 
roads all over the country, and 
shipping rates will be reduced. 
The world is moving and the 
sooner we get out of the old ruts 
and adjust ourselves to the new, 
the sooner we will become a happy 
and prosperous people, |
